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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Shimazu et al 
(WO 99/67097), Verschueren et al (6,340,815) or Nakamura et al (EP1 120246), in view of Aoai 
et al (5,683,856). 

Shimazu et al disclose a thermal printing plate having two layers. The first comprises an 
alkali soluble polymer and a phtoothermal conversion agent and a second layer comprising a 
mixture of polymers, including sulfonamide, carboxy functional, and phenol substituted 
polymers, such as those taught on page 14 of the instant specification. While the references fails 
to teach the instantly claimed solvents, preferred solvents include methyl ethyl ketone. Aoai et al 
(column 56, lines 30-44) teach that known solvents for such applications include methyl ethyl 
ketone, tetrahydrofuran, gamma-butyrolactone, dimethylsulfoxide, N-methylpyrrolidone, and 
N,N-dimethylformamide. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art to prepare the material of Shimazu et al choosing to employ the solvent of Aoai et al in the 
first layer replacing methyl ethyl ketone with reasonable expectation of achieving a photothermal 
printing plate. 

Both Verscheuren and Nakamura teach thermal printing plates having two layers, 
wherein the first layer comprises an alkali soluble polymer and a second layer having an alkali 
soluble polymer and an infrared absorber. Each layer is different and contains a solvent, and the 
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solvents are different. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to prepare the 
material of either Nakamura or Verscheuren replacing the methyl ethyl ketone or gamma- 
butyrolactone of Nakamura or the tertahydrafuran of Verschueren in the first layers with with 
reasonable expectation of achieving a photothermal printing plate. 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 and 2 have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
